It's a good question, Michael. And the answer is: we do!

The transmitters are 
keyed remotely from the receiving station 18 miles north, just as 
was done in commercial service. Each frequency has its own 
operating position. The amateur call used is K6KPH. Many of the 
original KPH operators are at the key for these events so 
procedures are often more commercial than amateur. Check out
